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The Examiner has stated in the last Office Action mailed 06/030/2003 that the 
independent claims provided by the Applicants were unpatentable over Polansky 
(3,304,557). The Applicants have restructured the claims using common terminology 
found in the Specification and in our English language to describe the invention more 
clearly and differentiates Apphcants' invention from Polansky. The Applicants have 
provided language that describes the Embodiments of Applicants* invention as discussed 
with the Examiner in the phone conversation of 28 August 2003. 

The Applicants appreciate the time spent by the Examiner on the phone on 28 
August 2003 and will further appreciate any help that the Examiner can offer in 
stmcturing an independent claim that would be in a condition for allowance.
